A FAILURE, 
THE ATTEMPT TO ESTABLISH POLITICAL EQUAL- 
ITY AT THE SOUTH. 
Special Jisvatch ta The Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 12.—The National 

Repudlican will print to-morrow an editorial in- 
terview with the President on the Southern 
situation. Omitting the questions, be is repre- 
sented as saying: “The time for discussion 
has passed. It is now too late for anything but 
the most determined and vigorous action. The 
determination was reached several days ago, 
and the deliberations of the Cabinet ou this 
subject since then bave been comparatively 
brief, and confined mainly to the consideration 
of the duty of the Atturney-General in the 
premises. When the Southern policy was orig- 
inated it was with an earnest desire to couciliate 
the Southern leaders, to round off the sharp 
angies of sectional differences, and to soften the 
aspefities of political Mtrife. No one will deny 
that the attempt to enforce this policy 

Was MOST EARNESTLY MADE, 
nor that it was carried out with a conscientious 
desire to accomplish the result for which it bad 
becn inaugurated. Of the personal and partisan 
sacrifices I made in this effort, and of the con- 
sequent interruption of certain relations which 
had previousiy existed between myself and 
some of my supporters, i have nothing to say 
just now. But it appears that the leaders who 
made those pledges either did not exert them- 
selves to keep them, or were unable to do so. 
In fact, I am reluctantly forced to admit that 
the experiment was a failure. The first elec- 
tion of importance held since it Was attempted 
has proved that fair elections with free suffrage 
for every voter in the South 

ARE AN IMPOSSIBILITY 
under the existing condition of things. It is 
not because the Republican party appears as 
sufferers in these results that I complain. It is 
because free suffrage and freedom of political 
rights have been interfered with that [am called 
upon to take cognizance of these disturbances. 
if the facts were exactly reversed, and if the 
Republicans had commitied these outrages 
upon the Democrats, my duty would be tif 
same. It will not do for me or for auy official 
before whom the questions may come to treat 
them otherwise than in an unpartisan way. The 
partisan press will naturally take a partisan 
view of the case, and I will be hel@ to account 
for aiding the Republicans in flaunting * the 
blood shirt,’ as it is called; but for all that 
I SHALL DO MY DUTY 
as Chief Magistrate of all the people, to Demo 
crate and Republicans alike, and if, in the ſaltu- 
ful execution of the laws, justice shall demand 
the punishment of this or that man, whatever 
his political connections may be, | shall not be 
deterred by partisan criticism. All that I know 
is that great crimes have been committed, and 
it is my duty to aid inthe punishment of the 
criminals. I do not think the Southern leaders 
who have promised to protect the blacks in the 
exercise of their rights are responsible for these 
crimes. Gov. Hampton, for example, has tried 
repeatedly to repress the violence which has 
characterized the campaign in South Carolina, 
and failed. Such Republicans as Judge Lee, 
Mr. Rainey, and ex-State Senator Swails, of 
that State, have advised me of these facts. They 
say that Hampton 
CANNOT CONTROL THE RED SHIRTS, 
as they call them. and they have repeatedly in- 
formed me of speeches he has made deprecating 
violence {a the conduct of the campaign, and 
it appears that Gov. Nicholls, in Louisiana, is 
earnestly opposed to these proceedings or the 
same kind of violence in his State. The officers 
of the Department of Justice have been iu- 
structed to carry out the proceedings already 
begun against the depredators,—not only against 
those who have already been arrested, but 
against others who will sooo be arrested. It 
is proposed to make a clean sweep of this busi- 
ness, and 
EXHAUST EVERY LEGAL RESOURCE 

m the execution of justice. The integrity of 
American citizenship has been grossly violated 
in widespread localities. It must and shall be 
vindicated.” 


The President closed by saying, in regard to 
District-Attorpeys in the Southern States, that 
It it is discovered that any officer of the class 
you refer to is pot earnestly endeavoring to do 
his whole duty in the matter, there will be oo 
hesitation in taking the proper steps to replace 
him, and to secure a vigorous prosecution of 
these cases.

the ballot-box. About @ Week before the 
election two military companies were organ- 
ized in Shreveport, and Some in the coupiry. 
These companies appeared on the streets with 
arms, and traversed the country roads. The 
night of election armed men traveled the coun- 
try roads and fired into the houses of negroes, 
in many instances taking begroes and beating 
them. Ten days before election the Repub- 
licans had much difficulty u holding their meet- 
ing at Spriug Ridge, twenty miles from Shreve- 
port. Public notice had deen given 
of this meeting for a long. time, 
but the Republican Speakers, consisting 
of the candidates for Sheriff, the candidate 
for the Legislature, Will Hooper, a noted 
colored leader and the t Senator, and 
Leonard himself were notif at 1 o'clock in 
the morning, before arri there, by a friendly 
negro, that 

THEY WOULD BH KILLED. 
The Democrats learned the meeting called 
was their own. A compr@mise was made by 
dividing the time, The réguest by the Demo- 
crats for a joint disc Was regarded as 
peculiar, as there were ly 175 woite men 
registered io the place; yet there was 
a large number of white ns there, the ur- 
pose of whose visit was not known. The Dem- 
ocrats agreed that order sbeuld be maintained. 
The joint discussion proceeded, Leonard was 
the first speaker. Inthe course of his speech 
he was interrupted by loud cries devouncing 
him as a liar, and a dozen meu rushed from the 
crowd to attack him. He stood quiet, and the 
attack was postponed. The Democratic speak- 
ers were not interrupted. When the turn came 
for William Hooper, the colored Senator, to 
speak, he had only said a few words when a 
violent tumult arose. He tried for three min- 
utes, in the diu, to speak, but was denounced 
by the wildest shouts from all quarters. 

CkRigs ur KILL Him!’ “*kILD um! 
were heard. Destroy the damned scoun- 
drels!’” “* End the Republican party here! 
Kl the leaders!’ ”’ 

“I expected,” said Leonard; “that they 
would kill Hooper, and then advance upon me, 
but it happened that they Made their first rush 
forme. Finally the Republican speakers left, 
and as they did so the cries still continued, 
‘Kill them!’ Kill them!“ 

Tuts was the condition of affairs prior to 
the election. Uuder the Lahisiana Election law 
the police jury appoints Commissioners 
of Election. The law requires that 
three Commissioners shall be appointed 
and one clerk for every precinct, 
to be selected from opposing parties. The Re- 
publicans sent a formal written request that a 
proportion of Republicans be appointed to these 
offices. No attention was maid to this request, 
and except in two or three 20 Repub- 
licans were appointed, and these exceptions 
were in the cases of two or turee ignorant ne- 
groes, who could neither read nor write. With 
this exception these election officers 
were Democrats. The day before elec- 
tion the Returning officers and Unit- 
ead States Supervisors were sent to 
every poll in the parishe On the morning of 
election at Shreveport crowds of negroes were 
iu the streets before the polls were opened, and 
it was noticed that 

NOT A WHITE MAN WAS VISIBLE. 
At each polling-place türee boxes were found. 
The Louisiana law requires that the Sheriff, 
who is the Returning Vflicer of elections, shal! 
furnish a box at each precinct. The Commis- 
sioners bad placed three boxes at each precinct, 
aud they told the negro voters that they wanted 
the vote for Congressman in ane box, for 
Representative and the parish ticket in another, 
and for the ward ticket in the third. I protest- 
ed to the .Com missioners against such violation 
of the law, and notified the negroes in attend- 
ance to deposit their entire ticket iv the box 
designated to receive the Sheriff vote, no mat- 
ter what the Democratic election officers might 
say. The negroes gathered at different boxes in 
large force, demanding to vote. The Commis- 
sioners claimed not to de able to tind 
their pames at the particular boxes where they 
applied, cursed them violently for coming to 
vote where their names were not entered, and 
fairly drove them from the polls. These ne- 
groes were much excited. I saw it was not the 
purpose to permit them to vote. At about 9:30 
a. m. the United States Supervisor came from 
Summer Grove — Precinct, eight miles 
from Shreveport, stating that the Com- 
missioners had refused to recognize him 
as a United States officer, and that he 
had been forcibly ejected from the polling - place 
by a Deputv-Sheriff, who acted under orders 
from the Commissioners. There were still no 
white men on the street, and I told the negroes 
they evidently were not going to be aliowed to 
vote; that 
THERE CERTAINLY WOULD BE TROUBLE, 

and they would do better to go totheir homes,— 
at all events to keep off the street. 1 
sent word to the same effect to every 
precinct. The negroes refused to go, and 
insisted upon their right to vote, This was 
about 10 o’clock. There were registered then 
500 names, of which only sixty were white men. 
Soon aftera large crowd of white men caine 
from Tensas and from neighboring parishes. __ 

There was serious trouble at a polling-place 
called Willet’s School-House. There were reg- 
istered there 312 negroes and twenty-two 
whites. The poliing-box was placed ou 
a hill near the Arkansas line. When the 
river is high it is necessary to travel fifty miles 
to reach this polling-place frum the different 
parts of the parisb. But the water this year 
was low, and it was possible for negroes to ar- 
rive through a swamp ordinarily impassabie. 
The candidate for Sheriff, accompanied by 280 
of the 315 registered negroes, went through the 
swamp to this poll. They had to walk thirty- 
five miles amd carry one day’s provisions. 
They camped the night beivre election at 
the polling place. During the night some of 
the armed white Democrats came and looked 
down upon the crowd, but did not attack it on 
account of its great numbers. The next day 
NO COMMISSIONERS OF ELECTION APPEARED. 
Under the law the voters then elected Cofnmis- 
sioners, and proceeded to hola an election. 
They polled 256 Republican votes. As they 
had a limited quantity of provisions, 
the negroes started to march home 
through the swamp, leaving the three Com- 
missioners they had elected and four white 
men at the polling place. At5o’ciock a body 
of fifty armed white Democrats came down 
upon the polling place with drawn guus and de- 
manded the box, which was surrendered to 
them. A fierce fight was made upon the Com- 
missioners, and the white company declared

ARRESTS FOR OBSTRUCTING ELBCTION OFFICERS. 

CHARLESTON, Nov. 12.—Three managers of 
the election at one of the polis were arrested to- 
day under warrants from the United States 
Commissioner for obstructing the Deputy Mar- 
shal at the recent election and refusing to pub- 
licly count the ballots. They gave bail. Otber 
arrests are expected to-morrow. Eighteen citi- 
zevs of Orangeburg have been arrested for ob- 
structing United States officers in the discharge 
of their duties at the election.

THE COLORED MEN AT BRONSON DRAGOONED 

ALL DAY--OPEN FRAUDS AT THE POLLS. 
By Teleyraph to New York Tribune. 

WasHinecton, Nov. 8 —Gouv. Hampton tele- 
graphed on Tuesday night: *“Keturns from 
sixteen counties show that the election was 
perfectly quiet and orderly. Large Democratic 
gains everywhere. Colored voters went with 
us heavily.” The subjoined extracts from a 
letter received to-day furnish a striking illustra- 
tion of the state of affairs which Gov. Hamp- 
ton denominates quiet and orderly.” The 
writer is a colored man well known to several 
Kepublicans now in Washington, and is said to 
be both honest and intelligent. He says: 

Bronson, 8. C., Nov. 5, 1878.—Dzar Sin: 
The election at this place to-day was the 
most riotous that Jever saw. . As wrote 
vou last night, this place was thronged with men 
wearing red shirts; and they rode over and over the 
town, and to a few plantations in the vicinity. 
They fired on my house several times, some of the 
ball« piercing tarough the walls and entering the 
house. They also shot at some of the houses of 
colored people in the country. When the poll was 
opened this morning it was opened amid round 
alter round of yeils of the crowd of white men. 
There was no one at the poll to represent the Re- 
publican party. I heard to-day that Mr. John Rob- 
erts was appointed Supervisor for the Republican 
party, but he did not come. 

The white men kept the place crowded for sever- 
al yards around with horses, and I could not see 
what was going on in the house where the box was. 
After au hour or so some of the horses were cleared 
away, but the house was still packed with men 
who were using all sorts of boisterous language 
and acting as disorderly as they could. We bad to 
press our way to vote. While pressing throuch 
this crowd at least a dozen colored men were struck 
by white men. but most of the blows were struck 
with the open hand, now and then with a stick and 
akick. . . , Before we had deposited a half 
dozen votes acrowd ot white men rau into tbe 
house and commenced striking the colored men with 
sticks, and taey all rau out, but some of he white 
men living n and around Brouson very promptly 
quelled what it seemed was going to be a 


row, and told the colored men to come back and 


vote. We were about makidg up our minds not to 
try to vote at all. but those who told as to come 
back and vote seemed to be very carnest in their 
endeavor to allow us to vote, and they worked hard 
all day to keep the peace, but coula not contro] the 
crowd. This aieorderly crowd were nearly all 
strangers to me and to all the colored men vresent. 

From this things went comparatively quiet for 
awhile, and about two-thirds of the colored men 
voted, the balance being challenged by Democrats. 
Some of the men were challenged on the ground 
that they did not live in the county,” one of 
whom, for instance, is Israel Davis, who has been 
living and paying taxes in Beaufort County for the 
last six or seven years. This he swore to, and 
proved it oy several coiored men; but colored evi- 
dence was rejected in every case by the managers, 
and we coald not find any white man who would say 
that he Knew where Davis lived, therefore be was 
not allowed to vote, A good many were rejected 
on account of age. They would swear that they 
were, and some white man, wno in some cases 
never saw the colored man before, would swear 
that he was not wld enough, and the white man’s 
word being sufficient without evidence, would in 
every case deprive the coiored man of voting. 

But the worst had not come yet. A small crowa 
of coiored men was coming from the nei rhood 
of Broxton's Bridge, aud on entering the town was 
met by a crowd of white men on horses who, with 
sticks in hand, ran into the crowd, flailing rignt 
and left, and a few of them jumped down and 
fired a lew pistol] shots, and made me think again 
that the time for peace was up. This was 
also stopped by those few energetic peace- 
makers above referred to. A review of the 
baitietield showed January Robinson to be badly 
gashed in the fread witn a stick, and a few others 
to have received slighter bruises on their heads and 
arms. This was t first time the colored men 
showed any disposition to help their brethren, 
but they were held under complete control by Dr. 
Folk and others. 

After this peace reigned for two or three hours, 
but only to give way to the crowing act of the riot. 
The votes of Cato and James Kivers having been 
coallenged on the ground of having been tried for 
larceny, but they having proved that thev nad not 
been convicted, their brother Thomas grumbled at 
the managers, and, some white men say, had his 
Knife out and would not put it in his pocket. They 
jumped on Thomas with sticks. He tried to run, 
but they covered him. James and Cato ran to him 
and caught and tried to pull him out. They turned 
on them, and nearly every other colored man they 
coud find, with sticks and pistols. Several sho.s 
were fired, one ball striking James Rivers im the 
back, and passed through hie body, and inflicting, 
it is thought, a fatal wound. Several colored 
men got painfully wounded in the row. Dawson 
Muidrow got his ear nearly cut off, and a painful 
gash on the other side of hie head. This was not 
done by the strangers above referred to, but by men 
who are well kuown here. James Rivers got away, 
and rau some distance from the crowd before he 
was hit. Some white man threw a bottle into the 
crowd, and it struck another white man on the 
head and cut him bad. On one occasion I was 
standing amoug a crowd of colored men, and those 
strangers came in charging toward us On horses, 
and afew of tis ran into a store; the others ran 
upon the platform of the deyot, and the horsemen 
followed thew on the platform, running them 
around the depot, and ran over one man, bruising 
him slightly on the face. The man who snot James 
Kivers could not have meaut to hurt him at first, as 
the tirst shots struck the ground about his feet, but 
the third was directed to his body. 

A great many pistol shots were fired during the 
day, with now and then a gun shot, but the most 
of the shooting was done, it seemed, for intimida- 
tion or amusement. * % of our citizens worked 
hard for peuce. Capt. J. W. Riley. one of the 
best men in this — ‘who ran his horse from 
home four miles to stop the riot, and his son, 
William Riley, and a few others, did great service 
in preventing trouble, and weil deserve the grati- 
tude of the colored people. It may be to some of 
them we owe our lives, and but for that stronger 
crowd of mounted red shirts we would have had a 
comparatively quiet election at Bronson. I am in- 
formed that the election went off very quiet At 
Beach Branch and Black Creek polls. 

From ail appearances a good deal of repeating 
was done by the mounted red-sbirts. To vote the 
Republican ticket here to-day seemed almost sure 
death, so much so thai a ureat many did not vote 
at all, and after the last row I left the poll and 
advised al! the colored men I saw ＋ not to 
go near the poll. and what few got to polls 
unad vised were ander the pressure of 42 com- 
pelled w vote the Democratic ticket or not vote 
at all. 

A letter bas also been received from J. E. 
Singletary, Supervisor of Klectious at Salter’s 
Station, S. C., in which the metnod adopted by 
the Democrats at that precinct to overcome a 
Republican majority of about four to one is de- 
scribed. He asserts chat he saw Democrats de-

A MURDEROUS DEN. 
Svectai Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Sr. Lovurn, Nov. I. — Tue Uoroner held a 
prelimary inquest to-day on the body of a man 
named F. Hilderbrandt, who died at tbe 
Hospital several days ago of injuries received 
from an unknown man on the evening of the 
84 of November. Hildebrandt was found by 
a police officer lying upon the pavement near 
the saloon and boarding house of a man named 
Edward Moritz, at the corner of Main and 
Cedar streets, where the most notorious charac- 
ters sometimes stop. The man hada ghastly 
wound in the top of the head, which he 
had received from a blunt instrument, such as 
a beer-maliet or a hammer. The skull was 
broken and blood flowed treely from the wound. 
The patient was removed to the bospital, where 
he received the best of treatment, but he died 
on the 6th, at 2:30 in the morning, having been 
speechiess up to the time of death. The body 
was then taken to the Morgue, pleced on ice, 
and kept until to-day in the hope that the po- 
lice would in the meantime nike some discov- 
eries and succeed in capturing the guilty 
party. One or two arrests have been 
made, but the Coroner is satisfied that the 
police bit upon the wrong persons. ‘Ibe theory 
is that the man was wounded in the bouse aud 
taken cut and left onthe street to die. The 
proprietor of the house states that, at 12 o’clock 
on the night of the murder, he wus called by a 
boarder named Jack Gross, who asked ꝓim to 
come to his room and see what was the matter, 
as water was trickling from the ceiling. Moritz 
complied, and what Gross supposed to be water 
he was surprised to find was blood. It had 
been falling on the dark counterpane of 
the bed, and for this reason could not be de- 
tected without the closest scrutiny. The blood 
came from Joha Mueller's room, which was 
directly over Gross’. Moritz then went up to 
Mueller's room, where he found John Mueller 
and a young man whom he did not know in 
bed together. Kate Mueller was lying under 
the bed. Moritz thought all three pretended 
to be asleep, as be attempted to wake them 
and could not get a respopse. He then went 
down-stairs and remained in bis own 
apartments until morning. Soon after the 
saloop-keeper had risen, the young man 
whom he had seen in bed with veller came 
down and asked whether any one bad called for 
him. Moritz afterwards looked for him, but 
could not tind him. This young man had paid 
for two nights’ lodgings, but staid ouly une. 
As the man killed was a poor laborer, there 
must have been some secret reason for his mur- 
der. 


GAVE HIMSELF UP,

INFERNAL MACHINES. 


Trial Trip of Ericsson's Torpedo-MBat—Aa 
Jules-Verne Submarine Vessel Runs into 
the Mad, to the Scandal of Its Humiliated 
Inveator. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 12.— The new torpedo boat 
which Capt. Ericsson bas invented to instantly 
sink the stoutest iron clad afloat made a tirst 
trial trip to-day. Hdr name is the Destroyér. 
She is the private property of Ericsson, and was 
built at a cost of nearly $50,000. Eriesson is ready 
to sell the Destroyer to any tiovernment, but pre- 
fers that the United States shall bave the first 
choice. The boat was launched last 
August, and several times since then 
the steam has been raised in her boilers, 
but it was not until this morning at 10:30 thet 
she made ber first trip, her course being up the 
Hudson, from the foot of West Thirteenth 
street. She looked more like a new-fapgied 
sort of tug-boat than anything else, although 
some few persons on the river-shore decided 
that she was a patent steam catamaran. 
No one was on board except the Cuap- 
tain, his engineer and fireman, and a 
couple or more of deck-pands. The Destroyer 
went up the river as far as One Hundred-and- 
Ninetietb street, and then returned at once to the 
dock. It was intended to go out to sea as far 
as the lightsuip, but, for some unknown reason, 
the Captain gave contrary orders. One of the 
crew said that a speed of twenty-two knots an 
hour was registered, and that the consump- 
tion of coal was insignificant. Another trip 
seaward will be made soon. 

Another torpedo was eufbited in the lower 
bay to-day. This was a new improved submarine 
torpedo, invented by Miils L. Colender. It is 
twenty-one feet long and fifteen inches in 
diameter, is built of light sheet-iron, divided 
into compartments, something like a Whitehead 
torpedo. The motive power is either carbonic 
acid gas or compressed air. Oné of the 
compartments of this torpedo contains a 
coil of two miles of insulated wire, 
ove end of which.is connected with a battery on 
shore or shipboard, and is paid out as the im- 
plement goes over its course. The specific 
gravity of the wire causes it to sink to the bot- 
tom as last as it is played out. By means of an 
electric curreut sent, through this insulated 
wire to the engine and steering apparatus iu the 
torpedo, the operator on shore, by the 
use of: ua  key-board, is enabled to 
start, stop, and steer the machine at will. This 
is the theory of the invention, its practical 
exhibition to-day was a failure. It did not obey 
the operator, but it dasbed off to port when it 
should have darted to starbuerd, and presently 
buried ttself iu a mud-buuk ou the Jersey shore.

A number of 
bankers conversed with a Times reporter, and 
A spoke with confidence of the ability of the 

erument aud banks to carry out the plan to 
the fullest extent. James W. Morrison, Presi- 
dent of the Manhattan Bank, said ne was fully 
satisfied the plan approved by the Cabinet and 
adopted by the Clearing-House would accom- 
plish resumption, 

HE PUT THES POINTS 

to be gained thus: By arrangement, the As- 
sistant Treasurer, on the representation of 
Secretary Sherman, would enter the Cle 
House and become one of its members, having 
a desk there and transacting business with the 
tanks in the Association, just as older banks 
avail themsélves of its advantages.

CONFERENCE OF NEW YORK BANKERS WITH 

SECRETARY SHERMAN—F@AN OF OPERATIONS 


PROPOSED FOR JAN. I. 
Special to Cincinnati Commercial. 

New York, Nov. 11.—A member of the 
Clearing-House Committee, that conferred with 
Secretary Sherman on Saturday at Washington, 
on immediate preparation for resumption, said 
to-day to a Tribune reporter: The banks pro- 
posed that to prevent the possible withdrawal 
of legal-tenders by depositors Who have special 
or gold contracts, which might result in case 
there should be a premium on gold on Jan. 1, 
notice should be given by banks that on and 
after Dec. 31 all existing special contracts should 
cease, and all deposits be payable only in lawful 
money of the United States. That after Dec. 
81 no special contracts should be made by banks. 
As an equivalent for this the banks requested 
that they should not be flooded with standard 
silver dollars, in course of regular business at 
the Sub-Treasury, customers universally refus- 
ing to receive them at gold value. 

Secretary Sherman listened attentively, and, 
although be gave no promises, encouraged us 
by requesting concerted action of the banks. 
He expressed the belief that before the date for 
resumption the banks could make the premium 
on gold disappear, and greenbacks and silver 
would be at par with gold on Jan. 1. 

The banks promised to use all influence in 
this direction. 

Another member of the Committee said there 
would be no special bank deposits of gold after 
Dec. 31, because there will be uo necessity tor 
them by virtue of resumption. The Secretary 
proposes, on and after Jan. 1, to distribute 
standard silver dollars to all who may want 
them. They will be seat all over the country, 
but principally to the West, where there has 
been such a clamor for them, The amount on 
hand is only about @garteen or fifteen millions. 
when it has been supposed that the coinage of 
silver dollars had by this time reached ove hun- 
dred millions. 

Secretary Sherman is in earnest about re- 
sumption, and ke not only bas the confidence 
ol the bankers, but he will receive the fullest 
co-operation of the banks in reducing the guid 
premium and in maintaining the resumption of 
specie payments, which will take place on Jan, I. 

A meeting of the Clearing-House has been 
called for to-morrow to act upon the report of 
the Washington Committee. It is understood 
that resolutions wiil be passed pledging the 
New York banks to aid Secretary Sberman to 
the full exteat of their power in removing the 
premium on gold, 

The co-operation of the banks at Boston, 
Baltimore, and Philadelphia, and of Clearing- 
Houses all over the country, will also be asked.

The Attorney-General of the State Gives 
Notice of His Procedure Before the United 
States Supreme Court in the Tax.Case.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 12.—In the vase of the 

Northwestern University at Evanston vs. The 

People, pending in the United States Supreme 

Court on a wt of error from the State Supreme 

Court, the Attorney-General has notifiea coun- 

sel for the University that he will enter a mo- 

tion, Dee. 9, to dismiss the writ of error for 
want of jurisdiction. The State Supreme Court 
held that a large amount of city and town lots, 
aud other real estate, owned by the University, 
and beld for the purpose of sale and profit, were 
subject to taxation, notwithstanding the clause 
in the University charter exempting all ite 
property, of Shatever kind or description, 
from taxation for any and all purposes, 
This decision was based on the ground 
that, under the Constitution of 1848, the Legis- 
latare bad no power to exeinpt such property 
from taxation, unless directly used for educa- 
tional purposes. The Uviyfpsity took the cdse 
tothe United States Suplbne Court, on the 
ground that this decision impaired the vbliga- 
tions of the contract. The motion to dismiss 
the writ of error is based on the ground that the 
mere decision Of a State Court holding an al- 
leged contract invalid because of its repugnunce 
to the Constitution of the State is not a passage 
of @ law impairing the obligation of a contract 
within the prohibition of tue Federal Constitu- 
tion, and that the United States Supreme Court 

has no jurisdiction to review the decision of a 

State Court on such a question. The principles

THE SUBSIDY POLICY. 

Among the questions which may be forced 
upon the Commercial Convention will be 
that of recommending Congress to subsidize 
ocean-steamship lines by bounties from the 
National Treasury. The ingenuity of the 
man who makes begging a profession is re- 
markable. The skillful pauper lifts himself 
from rags and vagabondage to become a pub- 
lic benefactor. When he asks alms, it is for 
a high and noble purpose; it is to elevate 
mankind, to add new lustre to the public 
honor, and, after feeding the poor, reward 
the faithful agent. Some years ago JouNn 
Roacu, the American shipbuilder, went be- 
fore a Committee of Congress, and, in all the 
dignity of a man anxious to earn his own 
bread by his own labor, bravely told 
the Committee that, as a builder of 
iron ships, he scorned to be a beg- 
gar; that he asked no alms, charity, 
or subsidy; he wanted nothing, asked 
nothing of Congress but the freedom to 
build American ships in American yards; 
that he and his associates were denied this 
freedom by a law which excluded them from 
the purchase of material except at a cost 
which forbid competition on the part of any 
American ship with those built elsewhere, 
where shipbuilding was not punished as a 
crime, Brave and honest words were these; but 
they were addressed to ears closed to reason 
and justice. Years of continued oppression 
has brought Jouw Roaca to the lobbies of 
Congress, where he now kneels asking chari- 
ty instead of freedom. In the Chicago Con- 
vention to-day, perhaps, will be heard pit- 
eous wails praying Congress to convert the 
National Treasury into a Governmental 
soup-house, that Joun Rock and his asso- 
ciates, whom the Government has reduced 
to pauperism, may have that food they are 
not allowed to earn. 

An argument which may be used for plun- 
dering the Public Treasury for the personal 


prepared, when we send a cargo of American 
manufactures to South Americaor elsewhere, 
to exchange them for articles which can be 
imported into the United States free of 
duty? If not, then we must sell for cash ; 
but as our new commercial ally has some- 
thing to sell, and we can’t buy, he neither 
buys nor sells with us, but makes his ex- 
changes where he can both buy and sell at a 
profit. Are we prepared to admit wool and 
copper free of duty, and thas in exchange for 
them dispose of our goods? If not, 
then the want of postal facilities and 
ocean navigation with such countries must 
be altogether too small to justify the pay- 
ment of subsidies to secure such trade. Un- 
less we are prepared to open our doors to 
the free receipt of the products of other 
countries, then they will naturally continue 
to deal with those to whom they can sell 
what they produce, 

Let us see how the thing will work: We 
send a steamer to Valparaiso with an assort- 
ment of American goods worth $125,000, 
and the steamer is to receive $25,000 for the 
transportation. But as the wool, copper, 
regulus, eto. % of that country cannot be 
brought into this country, the steamer must 
come back empty. If it could bring back 
a full cargo of Chilian products, it would 
earn $50,000 for the round trip, of which 
one-half would be profit. As it is, the 
gross earnings will be $25,000, and the ex- 
penses the same; and just here comes in 
the postal dodge. The steamer is to be 
paid $15,000 for carrying 400 letters out, 
and $15,000 for bringing the same number 
back, and thus out of the Treasury is to be 
paid a profit of $30,000 to make good the 
loss of a trade which is made impossible by 
law. That is exactly what the subsidy 
means, Disguised under the swindle of pay- 
ing postage, the Treasury is to pay the ship- 
owners $30,000 profit on the round trip. 
Instead of having the 800 letters carried 
for $48, the Government is to pay $30,000 
for carrying them. And this, intelligent 
men will say, is not a swindle, is not a sub- 
sidy, is not a publie robbery! 

Trade and commerce need no subsidy. 
Pauperism—dependency on public bounty, 
charity, aid—is an unknown factor in healthy 
trade and production. Private capital is for- 
ever seeking all the means and opportunities 


the silver does not circulate because it is 
worth too much. This is pettifogging of 
the cheapest description. 

This circular, like some of the recent 
articles which have been printed in the in- 
terest of the gold clique, has a vague inti- 
mation that those who receive silver dollars 
at their nominal value “ are subjected to an 
immediate tax of $1 in every $6 of the busi- 
ness they thus transact.” This is a proposi- 
tion which needed some explanation to make 


it clear; perhaps the explanation was with- 


held because the writer didn’t understand it 
himself. Without trying to penetrate this 
mystery, however, the statement is an indi- 
cation of the set purpose to treat the silver 
dollar as a thing which did not exist instead 
of a thing that does exist, This will not do. 
The silver dollar not merely exists now, but 
it is one of the oldest institutions of the 
country. It is contemporaneous with the 
foundation of the Government, which ac- 
cepted it from the Colonies. The silver dol- 
lar of to-day is precisely what it has always 
been in amount and chdracter. It is and 
always has been, with the exception of 
the brief period of its fraudulent de- 
monetization, the standard coin of the na- 
tion, and it 1s a solecism to say that it takes 
six standard silver dollara to make five dol- 
lars of anything. 

As the assertion is absolutely false that the 


standard silver dollar has to-day a less value 


in this country than the gold dollar, so it is 
impossible for Mr. Cox or any of his asso- 
ciates in this scheme to say when and under 
what conditions its value will fall off so as to 
crowd out gold.after a specie basis shall have 
been reached. France maintains 300,000,000 
five-franc pieces (equal of 300,000,000 silver 
dollars) in active cireulation alongside of its 
gold coin and its pafer currency redeemable 
in either gold or silver at the option of the 
Bank of France.

We approximate the distances, but the 
above figures will not vary much from tlie 
actual fact. This scheme does not include 
the claims of Philadelphia, nor of Boston, for 
steamships to secure Southern trade; it does 
not include the lines between Baltimore, Sa- 
vannah, New Orleans, Norfolk, Philadelphia, 
and New York to Great Britain, France, and 
Germany; nor does it include any lines to 
the Pacific States of South America. 
There is not the slightest difficulty in 
the receipt and forwarding of mails to any 
of the countries named, so the pretext of 
paying for the transportation of mails is 
altogether too flimsy to hide the real scheme 
that the United States must pay from two 
to four millions of dollars annually to enable 
certain private companies to run steamships 
on the ocean. 

Who is there to discriminate between 
these schemes? Who is there to say that 
the Government shall support one or more 
of these and exclude the others? If one, 
why not the others? If not all, why any one 
in preference to the others? But, stripped 
of the sophistry that this money is asked to 
pay for the transportation of mails, this 
whole subsidy scheme stands confessed in all 
its nakedness,—a brazen, deliberate, unmiti- 
gated robbery, without an apology or an 
extenuation. Plunder is the inspiring mo- 
tive; plunder the end sought; and plun- 
der that legislation may be corrupted, is the 
means relied on to carry the scheme. 

Congress is authorized by the Constitution 
to establish post-offices and post-roads. 
Congress has endeavored to extend the postal 
system to every part of the United States. 
The rate of postage is three cents per letter. 
The cost of transporting a letter from New 
York to Chicago may be less than three mills ; 
from Philadelphia to San Francisco, some- 
thing about one cent; from Chicago to Ari- 
zona, 25 cents; from Cincinnati to Idaho, 10 
cents. The number of letters and the means 
available for transportation govern the actual 
cost of carrying the mails. The whole 
United States are one postal district, the 
thickly-settled localities paying the cost of 
carrying the mails in canoes, on horseback, 
or on foot, to neighborhoods where there are 
few people, fewer letters, and the means of 
transportation difficnit and scarce. The plea 
that Congress should vote $35,000 a mile for 
carrying the mail in an ocean steamship from 
New York to Rio Janeiro, because it pays, 
perhaps, equal to 50 cents a letter for carry- 
ing the mail from St. Louis to Tucson, is not 
warranted. In the first place, the people of 
all our Territories are entitled to the facili- 
ties of the postal system; they are within 
our jurisdiction, and are part of our 
own social and political system. But the 
ocean is not a post- road of the United States, 


A series of articles in the New York Times 
and other Eastern journals, an elaborate 
paper in the current number of the Jnter- 
national Review from the pen of Horace 
Wurrr, a renewal of the silver controversy 
in the Cabinet, and several other circum- 
stances of recent date, have prepared the 
American public for the memorial or mani- 
festo which purports to come from the New 
York bankers. Tue Taro printed the 
text of this document yesterday. It is put 
forth under the pretense of encouraging the 
banks of the’ country to agree upon some 
concerted action calculated to assist the 
Government in the work of resumption ; as 
a matter of fact, itis the preliminary step 
in an effort to array the banks against the 
will of the people, the mandate of Congress, 
the.law of the country, and the traditions of 
the nation in the matter of the silver dollar. 
As such, it is a specimen of.rash imperti- 
nence not equaled in kind since the days of 
Nick Bop. The impertinence is obvious, 
inasmuch as a coterie of money-lenders 
propose to defy the law of the 
land for selfish purposes of their 
own; the rashness of the proceeding 
will appear to Messrs. Gzorez A. Cor and 
company before the end of the present Con- 
gress. That any set of men should at this 
time undertake to force an exclusive gold 
standard upon the country after the over- 
whelming defeat of that project last winter, 
and within thirty days of the reassembling 
of the very Congress that repudiated them 
and their designs, is a folly that borders on 
insanity. 

All that Mr. Coz’s manifesto has to say in 
general terms about the duty of the banks to 
co-operate with the Government in making 
resumption successful, and some of the de- 
tails, such as abolishing ‘‘ special deposits of 
gold, and special exchanges of gold checks in 
the Clearing-House, would have commanded 
more confidence if they had not led up to 
the main proposition that the banks shall 
discriminate against the silver dollar. That 
they shall decline to receive silver dollars on 
deposit, accept them only when legally com- 
pelled to do so, and thereafter refuse to have 
any dealings with those who invoke the law in 
their behalf,—this is the scheme that 
lies at the bottom of the whole 
pretense of assisting the Government 
to resume. It is not unlikely that 
Congress will find a more practical method 
of availing itself of the aid of the banks in 
this matter. It will probably occur to more 
than one member of Congress that the banks 
can be made to assist most effectively in the 
work of resumption by compelling them to 
redeem their own notes in coin instead of 
legal-tender as at present. This change will 
relieve the Government of nearly one-half of 
the burden of resumption ; and, as Mr. Cor’s 
memorial represents the banks to be anxious 
and eager to do their share in the good work, 
there should be no resistance on their part 
to the passage of such a law. 

Dismissing the pretense and coming to the 
substance of the bankers’ circular, we find it 


If we take 
our pay in foreign silver, and if silver is 
rated 10 per cent lower than gold, then we 
will get 10 per cent more of the silver for 
what we sell, and there is no loss in the 
transaction. English merchants sell abroad 
and take either gold or silver at the rated 
bullion value; why shouldn’t we do the 
same?

[If 
an American shipper sends a cargo of wheat 
to England, which is worth there $100,000 in 
silver or $88,000 in gold, he can elect to take 
either in payment. If he takes his pay in 
silver, $100,000 will buy as much there as 
the $88,000 in gold would buy if he should 
take it in gold, and vice versa. Where is the 
loss? The American seller may take English 
iron, or French kid gloves, or Irish linen, or 
Brussels lace, in exchange for his cargo if he 
thinks he can make such a barter pay him 
better than to accept either coin; but the ex- 
change of values will remain the same in any 
case, and it is bare sophistry to contend to 
the contrary. 

The New York bankers, led by Mr. Coz 
and acting in the interest of the money- 
lenders, have taken a rash step, and the 
sooner they recede from it the better it will 
be for them. The proposition to move en 
masse against the circulation of the silver 
dollar is prompted by the desire to enhance 
the value of their money-stock on a gold 
basis as compared with the value of all other 
property. They are much deceived in the 
intelligence of the American people if they 
think they can conceal this fact. They are 
equally deceived in the temper of the Amer- 
ican people if they think they can proceed 
in such a scheme without excitipg resent- 
ment. Their undertaking is foolhardy. They 
will have enough on their hands to protect 
their charters and their notes of issue, and 
they are courting disaster by their imperti- 
neut project of defying the law and the

FINANCIAL. 


Fernando Wood proposed in 1860, and was well 
ridiculed for it, that New York City secede from the 
fest of the country and eet. itself up as an inde- 

pendent State. History repeats itself in an iden- 
— on the part of the New York banks. 
Their plan to discard silver, as published in Tus 
Tnisene, was the topic of the day in Chicago finan- 
cial circles. Most of our tanks have gold on spe- 
cial deposits in New York, and the proposal of the 
New York banks to treat these as currency ac- 
counts will not be unanimously accepted. Some 
of the Chicago banks are selling out their gold, 
patting the premium on it into greenbacks, which 
wili be convertible in seven weeks into gold; others 
will, they say, bring out by express the gold they 
have now in New York. Others think the plan of 
changing the gold accounts into currency accounts 
to be as broad as it is long. The gold is to be treat- 
ed as currency, and the currency is to be treated 
as gold. 

Only one thing raises a question in Chicago about 
this changing of gold accounts into currency ac- 
counts, —that is, the threat of the New York banks 
to secede from the rest of the country, financially, 
and draw a dead-line around themselves, across 
which no silver shall pass. If the New York 
Danke, and the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
Congress are going to throw the currency of the 
country mto confusion again, and add their influ- 
ence to that of England and Germany to discredit 
silver, the Chicago banks wil! hold on to their gold. 

But a majority of the Chicago bankers, even 
those who are strong advocates of the single 
gold standard, do not believe the pian to be 
practicable the New York bankers propose for 
throwing out silver and doing business be- 
hind the dead-line of gold. This plan is: 
1. Silver is not to be taken on deposit as 
current money; and (2) it is not to be legal-tender 
between the banks or between the banks and cus- 
tomers. The exampie of California in discarding 
greenbacks is the precedent the New York banks 
put forward. This scheme of the New York banks 

fs pronounced absolutely impracticable even by the 
gold men among our bankers. They do not be- 
lieve that it will be attempted, or that a combina- 
tion to that effect could be made among the New 
York banks, or, if made, could accomplish its pur- 
pose. The plan assumes that New York makes 
the country. The truth is, the country makes New 
York. New York cannot act independently of the 
rest of the United States, for it is the agent of the 
consumers and producers in the interior behind it. 
It is at this very point that the parallel with Califor- 
nia fails. California ie isolated. More than any 
other community in the United States its interests 
are local. It was, moreover, the producer of the 
very commodity that the greenback wasto dis- 

. For these reasons California was able to 

maintain its gold currency against the legal-tender 
law and the usage of the rest of the country. New 
York has no such footing for financial isolation. 
It cannot stand alone. What is the currency of 
the country must be the currency ot New York. 
Why did not New York imitate its exemplar, Cali- 
fornia, and keep gold in circulation from 1861 to 
1878? 
The same project, substantially, as the present 
one was propesed by the New York banks last year, 
when the Silver bill was pending. A Clearing- 
Uouse Committee was appointed to confer with 
similar committees from Bostor, Baltimére, Phil- 
adeiphia, and other Eastern cities. How far did 
this movement go’ The Boston Cleartug-House 
met and refused to act, and the most infiu- 
ential members of the Boston Clearing-House 
Geclared against the plan. That was the last of 
that attempt to combine New Vork. Boston, Phila- 
deiphia, Baltimore—the agents—against the inte- 
rier of the country—the principals. It shows that 
even if New York was a unit against legal-tender 
silver, it would not be supported by the other 
financial centres. But the New York banks could 
not de heid in any such syndicate. If one bank 
would not take silver on deposit, and in payments, 
another would. The banks that refused to take 
silver would be crowded out of business. 

The history of Chicago will furnish the banks of 
New York with a better illustration than Califor- 
nia. In 1860, the President of one of the largest 
banks of this city determined to put the institution 
on a gold basie. The stump-tail currency bad 
been stamped out. Notes issued by solvent insti- 
tations lize MeCulloch’s State Bank of Indiana 
and Coolbaugh's State Bank of Jowa were the cir- 
culating medium. On a given day this Chicago 
bank. which we wil] not name, as the error was 
long since repented of, bevan to refuse deposits of 
the paper money in general use except ata dis- 
count, drafts payable in such money were subject 
to a caarge, and deposits. discounts, and exchanges 


3 —"* were put on a gold footing. The result was, that 


the bank lost its customers. It saved itaelf 
from total wreck only by promptly rescind- 
ing ite rule. This is just what will 
happen to the New_York banks should they refuse 
to do business with silver equally with gold. They 
will lose their customers. The compelling fact of 
the situation will be that what New York selle of 
its imports or own manufacture to the people in 
the interior wil! be paid for in silver and gold, or 
iin greenbacks convertible into coin, and the New 
York merchants and manufacturers will have to 
pay the New York banks and everybody else in the 
same coin.

It has been said of the November elections 
that they resulted not only in demonstrating 
the real strength of the Republican party in 
all States of the Union where a full and fair 
expression through the ballot-box was per- 
mitted, but also in the complete restoration 
of unity and harmony in the Republican 
ranks.

THE SUBSIDY POLICY. 

Among the questions which may be forced 
upon the Commercial Convention will be 
that of recommending Congress to subsidize 
ocean-steamship lines by bounties from the 
National Treasury. The ingenuity of the 
man who makes begging a profession is re- 
markable. The skillful pauper lifts himself 
from rags and vagabondage to become a pub- 
lic benefactor. ‘When he asks alms, it is for 
a high and noble purpose; it is to elevate 
mankind, to add new lustre to the public 
honor, and, after feeding the poor, reward 
the faithful agent. Some years ago Joux 
Roacnu, the American shipbuilder, went be- 
fore a Committee of Congress, and, in all the 
dignity of a man anxious to earn his own 
bread by his own labor, bravely told 
the Committee that, as a builder of 
iron ships, he scorned to be a beg- 
gar; that he asked no alms, charity, 
or subsidy; he wanted nothing, asked 
nothing of Congress but the freedom to 
build American ships in American yards; 
that he and his associates were denied this 
freedom by a law which excluded them from 
the purchase of material except at a cost 
which forbid competition on the part of any 
American ship with those built elsewhere, 
where shipbuilding was not punished as a 
crime, Brave and honest words were these; but 
they were addressed to ears closed to reason 
and justice. Years of continued oppression 
has brought Jon Roacu to the lobbies of 
Congress, where he now kneels asking chari- 
ty i of freedom. In the Chicago Con- 
vention to-day, perhaps, will be heard pit- 
eous wails praying Congress to convert the 
National Treasury into a Governmental 
soup-house, that Joun Rock and his asso- 
ciates, whom the Government has reduced 
to pauperism, may have that food they are 
not allowed to egrn. 

An argument which may be used for plun- 
dering the Public Treasury for the personal 
gain of a few persons is that 3 subsidy is 
asked; that it is proposed only to vote 
annually out of the National Treasury a cer- 
tain sum to pay for the transportation of the 
mail between say New York and Rio Janeiro; 
that this payment is not a subsidy because 
it is for a service performed. Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, New Orleans, 
Galveston, Mobile, Savannah, Norfolk, and 
other Atlantic ports, all ask that Congress 
shall vote money out of the Treasury to en-

under the pretext of paying for the trans- 
portation of the ocean mails.

We approximate the distances, but the 
above figures will not vary much from the 
actual fact. This scheme does not include 
the claims of Philadelphia, nor of Boston, for 
steamships to secure Southern trade; it does 
not include the lines between Baltimore, Sa- 
vannah, New Orleans, Norfolk, Philadelphia, 
and New York to Great Britain, France, and 
Germany; nor does it include any lines to 
the Pacific States of South America. 
There is not the slightest difficulty in 
the receipt and forwarding of mails to any 
of the confitries named, so the pretext of 
paying for the transportation of mails is 
altogether too flimsy to hide the real scheme 
that the United States must pay from two 
to four millions of dollars annually to enable 
certain private companies to run steamships 
on the ocean. 

Who is there to disériminate between 
these schemes? Who is there to say that 
the Government shall support one or more 
of these and exclude the others? If one, 
why not the others? If not all, why any one 
in preference to the others? But, stripped 
of the sophistry that this money is asked to 
pay for the transportation of mails, this 
whole subsidy scheme stands confessed in all 


its nakedness,—a brazen, deliberate, unmiti- , 


from being buyers as well as sellers. Are we 
prepared, when we send a cargo of American 
manufactures to South America or elsewhere, 
to exchange them for articles which can be 
imported into the United States free of 
duty? If not, then we must sell for cash; 
but as our new commercial ally has some- 
thing to sell, and we can’t buy, he neither 
buys nor sells with us, but makes his ex- 
changes where he can both buy and sell at a 
profit. Are we to admit wool and 
copper free of duty, and thas in exchange for 
them dispose of our goods? If not, 
then the want of postal facilities and 
ocean navigation with such countries must 
be altogether too small to justify the pay- 
ment of subsidies to secure such trade. Un- 
less we are prepared to open our doors to 
the free receipt of the products of other 
countries, then they will naturally continue 
to deal with those to whom they can sell 
what they produce. 

Let us see how the thing will work: We 
send a steamer to Valparaiso with an assort- 
ment of American goods worth $125,000, 
and the steamer is to receive $25,000 for the 
transportation. But as the wool, copper, 
regulus, eto. % of that country cannot be 
brought into this country, the steamer must 
come back empty. If it could bring back 
a full cargo of Chilian products, it would 
earn $50,000 for the round trip, of which 
one-half would be profit. As it is, the 
gross earnings will be $25,000, and the ex- 
peuses the same; and just here comes in 
the postal dodge. The steamer is to be 
paid $15,000 for carrying 400 letters out, 
and $15,000 for bringing the same number 
back, and thus out of the Treasury is to be 
paid a profit of $30,000 to make good the 
loss of a trade which is made impossible by 
law. That is exactly what the subsidy 
means. Disguised under the swindle of pay- 
ing postage, the Treasury is to pay the ship- 
owners $30,000 profit on the round trip. 
Instead of having the 800 letters carried 
for $48, the Government is to pay $30,000 
for carrying them. And this, intelligent 
men will say, is not a swindle, is not a sub- 
sidy, is not a publie robbery! 

Trade and commerce need no subsidy. 
Panperism—dependency on public bounty, 
charity, aid—is an unknown factor in healthy 
trade and production. Private capital is for- 
ever seeking all the means and opportunities 
for extending trade. All that Government 
has to do is take its hands off, and keep them 
off, and leave the rest to take care of itself. 
Let the Government remove u the toll-gates 
it has erected to keep the world from coming 
here to buy and to sell; let it emancipate 
America shipping and. allow every merchant 
to put his own steamer or sail-ship ou the 
ocean. Take away the Governmental bar- 
riers to commerce and trade, and American 
enterprise, aud capital, and energy will 
carry the flag and the products wherever 
there is a man who has anything of his own 
to give in exchange. 
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SILVER AND THE NEW YORK BANKS. 
A series of articles in the New York Times 


and other Eastern journals, an elaborate 
paper in the current number of the Inter- 
national Review from the pen of Horace 
Wurrr, a renewal of the silver controversy 
in the Cabinet, and several other circum- 
stances of recent date, have prepared the 
American public for the memorial or mani- 
festo which purports to come from the New 
York bankers. Tue Trrecnz printed the 
text of this document yesterday. It is put 
forth under the pretense of encouraging the 
banks of the country to agree upon some 
concerted action calculated to assist the 
Government in the work of resumption; as 
a matter of fact, itis the preliminary step 
in an effort to array the banks against the 
will of the people, the mandate of Congress, 
the.law of the country, and the traditions of 
the nation in the matter of the silver dollar. 
As such, it is a specimen of rash imperti- 
nence not equaled in kind since the days of 
Niox BW pin. The impertinence is obvious, 
inasmuch as a coterie of money-lenders 
propose to defy the law of the 
land for selfish purposes of their 
own; the rashness of the proceeding 
will appear to Messrs. Gzones A. Con and 
company before the end of the present Con- 
gress. That any set of men should at this 
time undertake to force an exclusive gold 
standard upon the country after the over- 
whelming defeat of that project last winter, 
and within thirty days of the reassembling 
of the very Congress that repudiated them 
and their designs, is a folly that borders on 


gated robbery, without an apology or an } insanity. 


extenuation. Plunder is the inspiring mo- 
tive; plunder the end sought; and plun- 
der that legislation may be corrupted, is the 
means relied on to carry the scheme. | 

Congress is authorized by the Constitution 
to establish post-offices and post-roads. 
Congress has endeavored to extend the postal 
system to every part of the United States. 
The rate of Hostage is three cents per letter. 
The cost of transporting a letter from New 
York to Chicago may be less than three mills ; 
from Philadelphia to San Francisco, some- 
thing about one cent; from Chicago to Ari- 
zona, 25 cents; from Cincinnati to Idaho, 10 
cents. The number of letters and the means 
available for transportation govern the actual 
cost of carrying the mails. The whole 
United States are one postal district, the 
thickly-settled localities paying the cost of 
carrying the mails in canoes, on horseback, 
or on foot, to neighborhoods where there are 
few people, fewer letters, and the means of 
transportation difficult and scarce. The plea 
that Congress should vote $35,000 a mile for 
carrying the mail in an ocean steamship from 
New York to Rio Janeiro, because it pays, 
perhaps, equal to 50 cents a letter for carry- 
ing the mail from St. Louis to Tucson, is not 
warranted. In the first place, the people of 
all our Territories are entitled to the facili- 
ties of the postal system; they are within 
our jurisdiction, and are part of our 
own social and political system. But the 
ocean is not a post-road of the United States, 
and we are not obliged to carry mails to Bra- 
zilany more than we are to carry them to 
Africa. Nor, if we were, are we under any 
obligation to pay Joux Surru from $1 to $5 
for carrying a letter to Rio Janeiro when 
there is a lively competition to carry the 
same letter for three cents. When the facil- 
ities shall offer for carrying the mail to Ari- 
zona and Idaho at one cent a letter, it is not 
likely that the Government will pay 50 cents 
a letter merely to give somebody the differ- 
ence. Under the international postal sys- 
tem, a letter mailed in the United States may 
be sent to any town in Europe, or in Asiatic 
Russia, or Turkey, or to the East Indies, or 
to Persia, for six cent’. Why should the 
United States, when this service is perform- 
ed and anxiously sought at that price, vol- 
uatarily tender from $2 to $5 for carrying 
the letter one-third or one-fourth the dis- 
tance ? 

In an article on the subject of: removing 


All that Mr. Coz’s manifesto has to say in 
general terms about the duty of the banks to 
co-operate with the Government in making 
resumption successful, and some of the de- 
tails, such as abolishing ‘‘ special deposits of 
gold, and special exchanges of gold checks in 
the Clearing-House, would have commanded 
more confidence if they had not led up to 
the main proposition that the banks shall 
discriminate against the silver dollar. That 
they shall decline to receive silver dollars on 
deposit, accept them only when legally com- 
pelled to do so, and thereafter refuse to have 
any dealings with those who invoke the law in 
their behalf,—this is the scheme that 
lies at the bottom of the whole 
pretense of assisting the Government 
to resume. It is not unlikely that 
Congress will find a more practical method 
of availing itself of the aid of the banks in 
this matter. It will probably occur to more 
than one member of Congress that the banks 
can be made to assist most effectively in the 
work of resumption by compelling them to 
redeem their own notes in coin instead of 
legal-tender as at present. This change will 
relieve the Government of nearly one-half of 
the burden of resumption ; and, as Mr. Cor’s 
memorial represents the banks to be anxious 
and eager to do their share in the good work, 
there should be no resistance on their part 
to the passage of such a law. 

Dismissing the pretense and coming to the 
substance of the bankers’ circular, we find it 
replete with misstatements and misrepresen- 
tations, which we are forced to believe were 
willfully put forth with the intent to deceive. 
The status of the standard silver dollar is 
falsified in this document. The inference is 
sought to be conveyed throughout that six 
silver dollars are only equal to five 
gold dollars. That is the lie in- 
ferential.” Five ‘silver dollars equal 
five gold dollars and a hundred silver dollars 
equal a hundred gold dollars. This is true 
inlaw and in commerce. There is not a 
transaction of the day that cannot be com- 
pleted on precisely the same terms whether 
on a basis of silver dollars or a basis of gold 


dollars. If silver dollars are not in active . 


circulation, it is for precisely the same reason 
that gold dollars are not in circulation, viz. : 
Because resumption is not yet accomplished ; 
because the paper dollar is still worth less 
than the coin dollar and must be so until it 
shall be convertible into coin, and becan e 


Messrs. Coz & Co. want to banish 
the silver dollar because it is worth too little, 
while the fabt stares them in the face that 
the silver does not circulate because it is 
worth too much. This is pettifogging of 

This circular, like some of the recent 
articles which have been printed in the in- 
terest of the gold clique, has a vague inti- 
mation that those who receive silver dollars 
at their nominal value “ are subjected to an 
immediate tax of $1 in every $6 of the busi- 
ness they thus transact.” This is a proposi- 
tion which needed some explanation to make 
it clear; perhaps the explanation was with- 
held because the writer didn't understand it 
himself. Without trying to penetrate this 
mystery, however, the statement is an indi- 
cation of the set purpose to treat the silver 
dollar as a thing which did not exist instead 
of a thing that does exist, This will not do. 
The silver dollar not merely exists now, but 
it is one of the oldest institutions of the 
country. It is contemporaneous with the 
foundation of the Government, which aoc- 
cepted it from the Colonies. The silver dol- 
lar of to-day is precisely what it has always 
been in amount and character. It is and 
always has been, with the exception of 
the brief period of its fraudulent de- 
monetization, the standard coin of the na- 
tion, and it 1s a solecism to say that it takes 
six standard silver dollars to make five dol- 
lars of anything. 

As the assertion is absolutely false that the 
standard silver dollar has to-day a less value 
in this country than the gold dollar, so it is 
impossible for Mr. Coz or any of his asso- 
ciates in this scheme to say when and under 
what conditions its value will fall off so as to 
crowd out gold.after a specie basis shall have 
been reached. France maintains 300,000,000 
five-franc pieces (equal of 300,000,000 silver 
dollars) in active cireulation alongside of its 
gold coin and its paper currency redeemable 
in either gold or silver at the option of the 
Bank of France. Will Mr. Coz contend that 
the United States cannot do the same? Can 
he give a single valid reason why the same 
proportion of silver cannot be maintained in 
joint circulation with gold and paper in this 
country? If Congress shall compel the 
banks to redeem their notes in coin instead 
of legal-tender paper (as it ought to do in 
justice to the Government), then the banks 
alone can use $100,000,000 of silver for pur- 
poses of reserve. If, in addition to this, the 
small notes be retired, who shall say that the 
country cannot employ $300,000,000 more of 
silver dollars without affecting the, par rela- 
tions between gold and silver in the present 
ratio of weight and standard? Will Mr. 
Cox turn prophet in this matter? 

Another deceptive intimatén of the New 
York gold circular is that silver circulation 
will place the people of this country at a dis- 
advantage in their foreign trade. The idea 
is that the silver dollar will not purchase as 
much abroad as the gold dollar. And, ad- 
mitting that it will not, how can that fact 
place us at a disadvantage? Our foreign ex- 
changes will continue.to be regulated as 
they are now, on the basis of the bullion 
values of both gold and silver. If we take 
our pay in foreign silver, and if silver is 
rated 10 per cent lower than gold, then we 
will get 10 per cent more of silver for 
what we sell, and there is no loss in the 
transaction. English merchants sell abroad 
and take either gold or silver at the rated 
bullion value; why shouldn’t we do the 
same? They pay out either gold or silver at 
the same bullion value in making foreign pur- 
chases; why shouldn't we? England's trade 
with India is on a silver basis, but it 
not disturbed on that account. I 
an American shipper sends a cargo of wheat 
to England, which is worth there $100,000 in 
silver or $88,000 in gold, he can elect to take 
either in payment. If he takes his pay in 
silver, $100,000 will buy as much there as 
the $88,000 in gold would buy if he should 
take it in gold, and vice versa. Where is the 
loss? The American seller may take English 
iron, or French kid gloves, or Irish linen, or 
Brussels lace, in exchange for his cargo if he 
thinks he can make such a barter pay him 
better than to accept either coin; but the ex- 
change of values will remain the same in any 
case, and itis bare sophistry to contend to 
the contrary. 

The New York bankers, led by Mr. Coz 
and acting in the interest of the money- 
lenders, have taken a rash step, and the 
sooner they recede from it the better it will 
be for them. The proposition to move en 
masse against the circulation of the silver 
dollar is prompted by the desire to enhance 
the value of their money-stock on a gold 
basis as compared with the value of all other 
property. They are much deceived in the 
intelligence of the American people if they 
think they can conceal this fact. They are 
equally deceived in the temper of the Amer- 
ican people if they think they can proceed 
in such a scheme without exciting resent- 
ment. Their undertaking is foolhardy. They 
will have enough on their hands to protect 
their charters and their notes of issue, and 
they are courting disaster by their imperti- 
nent project of defying the law and the 
people. 
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BALLOT-STUFFING IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

The revelations of Judge Mackey, Repub- 
lican candidate for Congress in the Charles- 
ton (S. C.) District, in regard to the stuffing 
of ballot-boxes by Democrats at the late 
election, are of the most astounding charac- 
ter. The crime of cramming ballot-boxes 
with thousands of fictitious ballots, we 
believe, is confined to this country. Voters

like cattle sometimes, bat so far as we know 
only the ballots actually cast by legal voters 
find their way into the boxes prepared to 
receive them. There may be scenes of a 
very disgraceful nature trauspiring about the 
polis, but when the ballot is once deposited, 
it is a sacred thing secured against the con- 


tamination of contact. with, and nullification | 


by, ballots thrust in surrevtitiously through 
the connivance of scoundrelly officers of the 
law. The wholesale ballot-box-stuffing which 
no doubt ocburred at the late election, not 
only in Charleston, as detailed by Judge 
Macxery, but throughout the State of South 
Carolina, is not only unknown to any other 
country in the world, but is unprecedented 
in the United States. Hitherto the crime 
has been of a sporadic character. Nowhere 
in the rural districts has it ever been com- 
mitted to an appreciable extent, Only in 
cities, —large, badly governed cities,—in 
times of great passion and excitement, has 
the crime of ballot-box stuffing been found 
possible of successful accomplishment. 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Chi- 
cago have furnished examples of the crime. 
But whenever it has been attempted and 
carried out in the cities named it has reacted 
with destructive foros upon its perpetrators. 
The men who directly in the 
frands have been crushed, and the 
benefiting by them has been speedily driven 
to the wall. All honest men detgst such 


of crimes; it breeds every 

known to corrupt politica ; it is a menace to 
the very existence of free and 
the people feel, instinctively, that 1 must 
be put down at every hazard. It gave the 
robber Tweep to New York City as 4 
tuler, and kept him in the seat of almost 
supreme power until the people rose en 
masse and thrust him behind prison bars! 
But Tween, at the Head of the bydra-headed 
monster Tammany, in his palmiest days 
never lost all sense of public decency. He 
went about his wretched business with the 
greatest caution. He took care to make use 
of the discreetest and most ingenious human 
tools. It was only in cases of the greatest 
emergency that he caused thousands more 
ballots than could possibly be polled during | 
the election hours to be crammed into a 
ballot-box. But in South Carolina there has 
not been so much as a show of concealment. 
The stuffed ballots were purposely made as 
unlike the true as ‘black to white, in order, 
wherever it might become necessary to make 
the number of ballots in the box correspond 
with the number of names on the*poll-lists. 
that no false but only true ballots should be 
thrown out. Nor was the stuffing confined 
to districts where there existed a large knoyu 
Democtatic vote. On the contrary, it was 
practiced most extensively in districts 
where there was a known small 
Democrati¢ vote and a known large Repub- 
lican vote. Thus the ballot-boxes were made 
to tell lies so monstrous as to be utterly 
beyond belief; and to tell them with a bold- 
ness unparalleled in the annals of political 
criminal history. The situation in South 
Carolina is more disheartening than it was 
under the reign of the Ku-klux Klans and 
the Red-Shirt Clubs.

It is more insidious, but not 
less dangerous, than open armed rebellion. 
Every Congressman sent to Washington by 
an honest, fair vote of his constituency 
is humiliated by forced contact with 
Judge Macxey’s opponent, sent there 
by a false and fraudulent pretend- 
ed suffrage; and so of every South- 
ern Congressman holding a seat in the House 
of Representatives by virtue of such out- 
rages upon the ballot-boxes. It is not sufii- 
cient that a Solid South, made solid by such 
crimes as that lately committed in South 
Carolina, may be overcome by a Solid North, 
made solid by alarm and disgust, Means 
must be devised for protecting the purity of 
the ballot-box as cémpletely in South Caro- 
lina as in Maine. Until this is accomplished 
there is danger, a constantly-menacing dan- 
ger, of the violent disruption of the Govern- 
ment.

er purchasing value tnan the other, that one is 
cheaper than the other, be sufficient to cause the 
dearer to be locked np or exported, leaving for the 
necessities of trade the cheaper one alone; 
and even that with, a restricted coinage? 
(3) Greenbacks, I suppose, will reiesued. but 
they will be on a gold basis aud equally dear. 
(4) According to my understanding of it, in 
France, Italv, and other Euro States ef bi- 
metallic standard gold is — only as a last re- 
sort, —only when the necessities of trade demand 
that it be brought into circulation, and when those 
necessiries are passed it again retires, (5) Thongn 
this mode of procedure may bridge over any dif- 
ficulty, would at not be better to devise some means 
by which each may have an equal purchasing value 
and an equai free circulation?

(1) Our correspondent probably refers to the 
dollar or unit adopted in 1786 by the Congress 
of the Confederation, which was to contain 
875.64 grains pure silver, but no such dollars 
were ever coined, as the act was reconsidered 
and the standard fixed at 3714¢ grains, the same 
as the Spanish milied dollar. The first silver 
dollars ever coined by the American Government 
was after the passage of the Mint act of 1702. 
The weight of that dollar in Pure silver bas never 
since been changed. The relation between gold 
end silver was fixed at the same time—1792—at 
one of gold to fifteen of silver, which ‘corre- 
sponded substantially with the market rela- 
tion of the two metals at that time. 
(2) There will be no difference in the purchasing 
power of silver and gold dollars, and one will 
not be cheaper than the other after resumption 
foralong time—certainly not until teu times 
as many silver dollars shall be coined as will be 
on the day resumption takes effect. U the 
purchasing power of gold shall rise above that 
ol silver, of course it will yot circulate in ordi- 
nary transactions, unless Congress makes it a 
legal-teoder for its commercial value in silver. 
But if gold disappears trom current circulation 
some time in the future by reason of its dear- 
ness, we don’t see what particuler harm 
that will do to the taxpayers and 
industrial interests of the United States. 
(3) Greenbacks will de redeemed in coin; the 
Government will redeem them in both silver 
and gold indiscriminately so long as both met- 
als circulate. When gold exalts itself too high 
for use as money in this country, the greeubacks 
will thereafter be redeemed in silver dollars. 
The Government has the option aud legal right. 
like any other debtor, to pay its notes in the 
cheaper metal. It has always bad aud exercised 
that right. (4) In France and other bi-metaliic 
nations gold and silver are paid out with equal 
freedom. Gold coin is at no premium over the 
silver coi of France; hence there is no * last 
resort“ in the case imphe matter of its circula- 
tion in that nation. 8 legal-tender standard 
silver dollars have the same purchasing power 
as gold dollars, we can see no use for a bridge 
over“ any difficulty ’’ that doesn’t exist except 
in the imagination of Eastern. goldites.

Fernando Wood proposed in 1860, and was well 
ridiculed for it, that New York City secede from the 
rest of the country and eet. itself up as an inde- 
pendent State. History repeats itself in an iden- 
tical scheme on the part of the New York banks. 
. Their plan to diecard-silver, as published in Tus 

Tnipene, was the topic of day in Chicago finan- 
cial circles. Most of our ke have gold on spe- 
cial deposits in New York, and the proposal of the 
New York banks to treat these as currency ac- 
counts will not be unanimously accepted. Some 
of the Chicago banks are selling out their gold, 
patting the premium on it into greenbacks, which 
wili be convertibie in seven weeks into gold; others 
will, they say, bring out by express the gold they 
have now in New York. Others think the plan of 
changing the gold accounts into currency accounts 
to be as broad as it is long. The gold is to be treat- 
ed as currency, ead the carrency is to be treated 
as gold. 

Only one thing raises a question in Chicago about 
this changing of gold accounts into currency ac- 
counts, —that is, the threat of the New York banks 
to secede from the rest of the country, financially, 
and draw a dead-line around themselves, across 
which no silver shall pass. If the New York 
banks, and the Secretary of the Treasury. and 
Congress are going to throw the currency of the 
country mto confusion again, and add their influ- 
ence to that of England and Germany to discredit 
silver, the Chicago banks will held on to their gold. 
But a majority of the Chicago bankers, even 
those who are strong advocates of the single 
gold standard, do not believe the pian to be 
practicable the New York bankers propose for 
throwing out. silver and doing business be- 
hind the dead-line of gold. This plan is: 
1. Silver is not to be taken on deposit as 
current money; and (2) it is not to be legal-tender 
between the banks or between the banks and cus- 
tomers. The exampie of California in discarding 
greenbacks is the precedent the New York banks 
put forward. This scheme of the New York banks 
fs pronounced absolutely impracticable even by the 
gold men among our bankers. They do not be- 
lieve that it will be attempted, or that a combina- 
tion to that effect could be made among the New 
York banks, or, if made, could accomplish its pur- 
pose. The plan assumes that New York makes 

‘the country. The truth is, the country makes New 
York. New York cannot act independently of the 
rest of the United States, for it is the agent of the 
consumers and producers in the interior behind it. 
It is at this very point that the parallel with Califor- 
nia fails. California is isolated. More than any 
Other community in the United States its interests 
are local. It was, moreover, the producer of the 
very commodity that the greenback wasto dis- 

„ For these reasons California was able to 
maintain its gold currency against the legal-tender 
law and the usage of the rest of the country. New 
York has no such footing for financial] isolation. 
It cannot stana alone. What is the currency of 
the country muet be the currency or New York. 

Why did not New York imitate its exemplar, Cali- 
fornia, and keep gold in circulation from 1861 to 
18738? 

The same pfoject, substantially, as the present 
one was proposed by the New York banks last year, 
when the Silver bill was pending. A Clearing- 
House Committee was appointed to confer with 
similar committees from Bostor, Baltimeére, Phil- 
adelphia, and other Eastern cities. How far did 
this movement go? The Boston Cleartug- House 
met and refused to act, and the most influ- 
ential members of the Boston Clearing-House 
declared against the plan. That was the last of 
that attempt to combine New Vork. Boston, Phila- 
delphia. Baltimore—the avents—against the inte- 

rior of the country—the principals. It shows that 

even if New York was a unit against legal-tender 
silver, it would not be supported by the other 
financial centres. But the New York banks could 
not de heid in anysuch syndicate. If one bank 
would not take silver on deposit, and in payments, 
another would. The banks that refused to take 
silver would be crowded out of business. 

The history of Chicago will furnish the banks of 
New York with a better illustration than Ca!:for- 
nia. In 1860, the President of one of the largest 
banks of this city determined to put the institution 
on a gold basie. The ‘‘stump-tai] ” currency bad 
been stamped out. Notes issued by solvent insti- 
tutions lige MeCulloch’s State Bank of Indiana 
and Coolbaugh’s State Bank of Jowa were the cir- 
culating medium. On a given day this Chicago 
bank. which we will not name, as the error was 
long since repented of, began to refuse deposits of 
the paper money in general use except at a dis- 
count, drafte payable in such money were subject 
to a charge, and deposits, discounts, and exchanges 
were put on a gold footing. The result was, that 
the bank lost ite customers. It saved itaelf 
from total wreck only by promptly rescind- 
ing ite rule. This is jnst what will 
bappen to the New York banks should they refuse 
to do business with silver equally with gold. They 
will lose their customers. The compelling fact of 
the situation will be that what New York selle of 
its imports or own manufacture to the people in 
the interior will be paid for in silver and gold, or 
- $m greenbacks convertible into coin, and the New 
Tork merchants and manufacturers will have to 
pay the New York banks and every body else in the 
same coin. 

In the Government bond market an improved de- 
mand exists for the 6s of 1867 and 1881. and the 
Stock on Land hasbeen about exhausted.

A lot of 635, 000. te future wheat was unloaded 
here Monday afternoon so artlessiy that the 
boys all thought it was simply an attempt to bear 
the market. They discovered their mistake yes- 
terday morning, and that wasa leading cause of 
the decline at yesterday's opening. It was a gen- 
uine break-fasi, as the market dropped „e without 
a word of warning. 

Rumors were beard yesterday to the effect that 
in some places the new corn was only husking out 
about one-half to two-thirds of what was ex- 
pected. This obtains in Stark County, IIlinois, and 
along the line of the Burlington & Missouri Rail - 
road. 

The leadine produce markets were steadier yes - 
terday, with less agreement, however. in the mat- 
ter of prices. Hogs were firmer, and tnat fact 
cansed a better feeling in provisions, though there 
was no material advance. Wheat, corn, and rye 
were easier, the average decline being about Me 
per bu, while oats aod bariey were firmer, the 
latter partially recovering from the depression of 
the previous aay, when a good deal of barley was 
sold out because margins were exhausted. There 
was a fair inguiry for shipments in wheat and 
corn. with some inquiry for oats. We note that 
some orders have recently been received here for 
oats to export to Europe, but limited to a given 
weight (about 33 lbs), which it is hard to meet 
with. 

The demand for staple and fancy dry-goods was 
confined to such articies and such amounts as are 
required for the pursuance of current trade, and 
did not reach a very imposing aggregate. Prices 
ranged as before, and were steady. Groceries were 
distrivuted toa lideral aggregate, and were fairly 
firm. Coffees are being handled with some reserve, 
and, although at the moment reasonably firm, the 
market dispiaye a weak undertone. Sugars remain 
very quiet, bot are firm. Teas are frm ana in 
liberal request. Dealers in dried fruits report a 
good business doing. and. excepting prunes, the 
generai tenor of pricesseems firm. Prices were Ke 
lower. Fisb ruled quiet and Steady. The butter 
market remained without much action, and prices 
were only indifferently sustained. Cheese also was 
quict and Iscked tone. There was a dull market 
for manufactared tobaccos, but the enhanced cost 
ol the leaf checks any tcncency to weakness, iis 
were unchanged. Leather wasin good reyuest, 
and ruled firm all around, Coal and wood were 
quoted as before.

NO FIGHT 


Svecial Dispatch to Lhe Tyi bane. 
Naw York, Nov. 12.—The report that a gen- 
eral railroad war is about to begin, and that pre- 
liminary skirmishing is already taking place in 
the cutting of passenger and freight rates, ap- 
pears to spring out of a small germ of fact. 
Several morving papers have published stories 
which furnished amusement tothe railroads all 
day. The relations between the four grand trunk 
lines—the New York Central, the Penosy!vania, 
the Baltimore & Ohio, and the Erie Railroads— 


it is to the ioterest of each corporation 
to keep them so. Rates are maintained 
according to the passepger-rate schedule agreed 
upon, and to the pooling arrangement for 
West-bound freight. The mes save: With 
respect to East-bound freight, there are differ- 
ences which will not disappear until the West- 
ern roads become as barmonious as the East, 
and a pool is established. At present the pos- 
sioility of the establishment of such a pool is 
very remote. The Western roads are in no 
pleasant mood to each other. It appears to be 
a fact that some of the roojis, especially those 
rupning eastward from Cincinnati, embittered 
by their failure to get into the pool, and to ob- 
tain from it the most advantageous results, 
— begun to attack their competitors by cut- 
ting Eaet-bound passenger rates. No trust- 
worthy information has been rereived in 
this city as to the extent of the cutting, bat 
railroad men in New York are inclined to think 
the trouble in the West will soon be dissipated. 
Tuev assert that it will not gffect the Eastern 
roads, and certainly not lead to a general ruil- 
road war.
